The occasion of the laying of the ’oundation Stone of the new Hamp- 
stead Synagogue on Sunday next is an event of great interest, and will 
present many novel features. Hampstead Synagogue has occupied much 
attention in our columne, from the inception of the project to this week. 
The Committee have shown an unusual fund of resource and 
perseverance in carrying out their scheme and steering it clear of many 
whirlpools and hidden rocks which threatened to wreck the project. 
But the Committee have turned the difficulties to good account in getting 
bold advertisement for their scheme, which has scarcely for one week during 
the past three years been allowed to drop out of attention. The 
magnificent result of the Bazaar held last year will always redound to 
the credit of the Committee. They have been no less resourceful in giving 
tothe ceremony of laying the Foundation Stone a more than local in- 
terest. The Chief Rabbi will conduct the Service, the choral portions 
will be rendered by an adult male choir accompanied by an 
orchestra under thie direction of the Rev. F. J.. Cohen, and three other 
representative clergymen—the Rev. Dr. M. Gaster, the Rev. Prof. Marks, 
and the Rey. S. Singer—will deliver addresses. This will be a unique 
manifestation of the concession, conciliation, and union which Mr. Bentwiich

Judaism surely has no longer any cause to 
enclose itselt within artificially-narrowed barriers, it need not fear pliat contact 
with the great world which Hellenism attempted to bring about. P: 
influence on Christianity was greaterthan on Judaism, no donb: ; bat it was 
no mean achievement for an A'exandrian Jew to have so strongly affected 
the religion which has been instrumental in spreading a knowledge of Jew sh 
morality in the civilised world. The Jews of Alexandria, by means of the 
Greek translation of the Bible, helped, as Mr. Cohen remarked, towards 
the realisation of the promise made to Abraham, * Io thee shal! all the 
nations of the earth be blessed.” 


We have frequently referred to the existing dearth of text-books suited 
to the requirements of Jewish children. A | st of manuals of instruction, 
announced asin preparation by the Rev. John Chapman, ought to go far 
towards filling up the gap in our educational apparatus. Of the four works 
which Mr. Chapman has in hand, we are glad to see that the one most 
urgently needed is the furthest advanced. A Hebrew grammar, with 
exercises and vocabularies, will supply a want that is keenly felt by every 
teacher of elementary Hebrew. ‘The * Aids" to the study of the Prayer 
Book and the Hebrew Bible which are included among Mr. Chapman's forth- 
coming works, will be hardly less valaable. They may be expected not only 
to make the task of translation easier for the young student, but also 
to give thoroughness to his knowedge of the Sacred Tongue. At 
precent, the acquaintance with Hebrew which the pupil obtains from 
his study of the text of the Bible and the Praver Buk 


ios 


is Very 
superficial. All he learns, as a rule, is the meaning of o@ certain 
number of passages. No doubt Mr. Chapman's “Ards” will alrer 
this. As to the remaining work on his list, “A Short Catechiem 


of the Jewish Religion”—we must reserve our opinion. The idea of 
another Catechism is not very attractive ; thoagh we trust that the execution 
may justify it. Teaching Religion, above all things, by catechism is apt to 
induce a mechanical method of instraction in a subject which should cali out 
all the fervour of both pupil and teacher. Bat Mr. Chapman isso capabe 
and experienced a teacher that even a string of stereotyped queshiens ant 
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answers, when arranged by him, may yield spiritual frat. Certainy 
the works he is preparing could not possibly be undertaken by more 
competent hands, and we lock forward to their appearance with genuine 
interest.

Ata recent sitting of the French Academy of Pelles Lettres, M. Halévy 
read a paper onan important work bearing on the rule of an Egyptian 
governor of Jerusalem under Amenophis 1V. This monarch lived towards 
the end of the Lith century n.c.; and though this remote period comes some 
10 years before the Jewish Exodus from Egypt, we possess, thanks to the 
cnne form Inscriptions of El. Amarna, ac msiderable amount of information 
about it. Valestine acknowledged the Ruler of Egypt as its Suzerain, for 
in the letters now discussed before the Institute, the Governors of Syria and 
Palestine appeal to their Lord for help against the inroads of the Babylonians, 
and against rebel tribes whom they aceuse of leaguing with the enemy. The 
then Governor of Jerusalem was a native of Asia Minor, and had protably 
fallen in the defence of his city. Alrea ly at this date, Jerasalem was looked 
upon as a Holy City, and liad a celebrated temple dedicated to the worship of 


Adar. The language used for !\terary purposes was Babylonian, which was 
used not by the Eastern Semites only, but also by various. tr.be3 in Asia 
Minor. ‘The fact that the Royal Archives of Jerusalem were under the care 


of awoman keeper shows us that the higher education of women and their 
right to ocenpy respons ble positions is not a modern idea, [n these new doca- 
ments, which M. tlalievy has brought forward, an entirely new Jight is thrown 
on the ancient civijization of the Semitic races, Tie ibylonian influence of 
which we see ample traces in the later writings was, it is shown,’of much 
earlier date than the captivity, and the connection with Muypt was not con- 
fined to the patriarchal settlement in the land of Goshen. Indeed, it 
accohnts in a large measure for the frequent allasions to Egypt in the B.ble 
and more particularly, perhaps, to its-being a land of refuge for the needy 
In confirmation of some remarks which M, Halevy made during his interest- 
ing geographical and ethnographical study, be aliuded to a passage in Kings. 
Weare there toll that Ahaziah, son of Ahab, sent to consult the god Haal- 
Zebub, of Akron of the Philistines, about his malady. This word Baal- 
Zebub, was afterwards corrupted to Beelzebub, and is generally held to 
mean the Lord of Pies. Bat M. Halévy has always hela that the second 
part of the word re'ated to some locality. Recent discovery of inscriptions 
has shown this supposition to be correct, inasmuch as a Vhilistine town 
of Zebub is mentioned, 


A recently published article by Dr. Otto Ankel investigates the authori- 
ties on Which a belief has ben based that the climate of Palestine has 
greatly changed since Biblical days. Dr. Ankel carefully examines all the 
sources from which any definite information can be drawn, and his paper is 
interesting reaving. He shows by quotations from Jeremiah and other 
prophets, as a'so from other parts of the Bible, that though Palestine was 
on the whole a fruitful land, * flowing with milk and honey,” we rust not 
run away with exaggerated ideas of its fertility. There were wi'dernesses and 
waste places, which however were not waste in oursense of the word, but 
simply treeless, uncultivated stretches of land. For we read of “houses 
in the wilderness,” green places in the wilderness,” and read that the * fire 
has burnt the green places in the wilderness.” We also find frequent allu- 
sions to inclemencies of climate and of special seasons :—‘* Heat by day and 
frost by night,” ** my head is full of dew,” “the winter is gone; the rain is 
departed, the tlowers spring forth.” ‘ There is snow like wool, hoarfrost like 
ashes. Modern authorities are also brought undertribute. Link in his 
/ rwelt und das Altexthum and others testify that no material change has 
taken p'ace in the soil or climate of the Holy Land. Itoffers the same advan- 
vantages to an industrious, well-govern'd people as it did In the days of 
Moses. Bat alas, these conditions are at present wanting The Turkish 
Government has neglected and wasted the land, and who shall be its rege- 
nerator ? None can say, but it seems fittest that the Jewish people should -1e- 


Renerate the land of their fathers and once more make it a land 
flowing with milk and honey.

HAND-IN-HAND AND Wipows Home Ivstiruvion.—Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, 
the President of this Institution, has issued an appeal—the first in three years— 
for funds. The result of the last appeal was so satisfactory that the Committee 
almost immediately afterwards decided to fill up vacancies as they occurred 
irrespective of the state of the finances for the time being. ‘The consequence 
of this policy has been a considerable increase in the average number of persons 
enjoying the advantages of the institution. there being now from 40 to 4 
inmates as against 30 to 35 in former years. The expenditure shows a corres: 
ponding increase and an amount of not much less than £1,000 is required 
annually, ‘The income has on the other hand remained stationary. ‘The Inst- 
tution is therefore more than ever dependent on the results of the periodical 
appeals. Mr. Franklin concludes his appeal by pointing out that no form ol 
charity is nobler than that of providing a comfortable resting place for those 
poor persons whom age has incapacitated from work, and he pleads for such 4 
response as will enable the Committee to repay their large debt to the bankers 
and leave a sufficient amount to help them over the next few years.

Sin.—The thanks of the whole community are eminently due to the Com- 
mittee of the Bayswater Synagogue for their enlightened endeavour to place the 
election of Synagogue officials upon a higher plane than it has hitherto oceupied. 
That they could not proceed just one step further and effect the selection of a 
preacher without resorting to the method of direct popular vote was no fault of 
theirs; for had they formed any intention of inaugurating a better method of 
procedure than vote by ballot, they would have found the way blocked by avery 
unfortunate clause in the Schedule to the United Svnagogur s Act. ] refer to 
Section 60, which enacts :-— 
“Whenever a vacancy shall occur in any office, the duties of which relate specially to 
a Constituent Synagogue, and the salary of which shall be greater than ‘£50 a year, the 
Board of Management of the said Constituent Synagogue shall give public notice 
exi-tence of the Vacancy, and such notice ah all State the na ure of the Vacan? +t, — the 
salary thereof, and the qualifications necessary therefor,and shall appoint a time f 


ceiving applications from persons desi:ing to be candidates for the said office : pe he 
Board shall approve from among such persons of a person o1 persons as a candidate or 
candidates for the said othce; anda meeting shall be held for the election ot a person, 
being the approved candidate, or one of the approved candidates to till the said office : and 


the person- entitled to vote at the said Meeting shall be ail male persons who shal! daring 
the wh le of the year immediately preceding the date there f have been in ocenpati n of 
seats at the said Con-tituent Svnsg Tenants, and shall not at the dae’ of 
Meeting bave been m re than a year it arrears in payment of their accounta to the United 
Synagogue, Kec. 

Now, it might be urged that it would -be perfectly legal for anv 
Management to keep the election of 4 synagovue official in its own hands by 
simply declaring only eave applicant eliyible for tae vacant post. But [doubt 
much whether any Board of Management would consider that a fair interpreta- 
tion of the spirit of the clause. the evident intention of the framers or the Act

Sin.—Until I read the letter of X. Y. Z., in your columns of last week |] 
thought I was the only worker among our poor who was dissatisfied with the 
modus operandi of the Jewish Board of Guardians. I have long felt that the 
methods of the Board were open to criticism and that the results attained jn 
ameliorating the condition of the poor ought to be more marked than they are, 
considering the zeal which its numerous committees evince in its management. 
the industry with which the staff devote themselves to their arduous duties and 
the large amount of money annually dispensed in charity under its auspices, | 
have often questioned myself as to the cause of the comparative failure of the 
Board's efforts. and I am convinced, notwithstanding the Board’s assurance 
to the contrary, (see leaflet circulated with Annual Report) — tha: 
“undue centralization” is at the root of it. The work of the Board has out- 
grown its staff and its offices and the sufferings of the poor are intensified by 
the long and weary waiting and indiscriminate huddling to which they are 
subjected before their turn comes to be heard. I have on several occasions 
given letters to respectable poor people detailing the circumstances of their 
cases for the consideration of the Secretary, but in some instances the bearers 
have been unable to deliver them in consequence of the crowd of applicants. 
No one who has passed through Devonshire Square on application mornings will 
be surprised that this should be the case. And this state of things will continue 
until the Board is induced to work on the lines of the Charity Organisation 
Society, and to conduct its operations through a number of local committees 
When this policy is adopted it will be found that the investigations will be 
more thorough, the relief granted more effectual and the donations of the 
public more liberal. |

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sin,— Your recent remarks on the Jewish Board of Guardians and the 
Russian Jews, and the letter on the same subject signed X. Y. Z., which subse- 
quently appeared in your columns, have awakened fond hopes in the minds of 
East End workers, that the whole Jewish Eastern question is now likely to 
occupy the attention of our community toa greater extent than has hitherto 
been the case. I sincerely trust that this increased attention, bringing serious 
thought and thorough discussion in its train, will result in the substitution of 
some reasoned method of dealing with the problem, in place of the haphazard 
system, or want of system, which at present prevails. The object of these lines 
is to add the testimony of one who lives and works among the East End poor, to 
that of your correspondent X. Y. Z., in support of the belief expressed in your 
article that the Board of Guardians, as at present constituted, is unequal to the 
task of coping with the difficulties of the problem, 

(in frequent occasions | have heard the view upheld, that the procedure ot 
the Board is mainly calculated to deter those who can continue to help themselves 
from applying for assistance. I wish to state that my experience rather points 
in the contrary direction. It is my custom to divide, mentally, all the cases that 
come before me, into two classes, the poor by choice and trade, and the poor by 
necessity and misfortune. The former class furnishes the Board with its most 
faithful and constant clients. They are fully versed in all the tricks of the trade, 
the wringing of hands, the shedding of tears, the interjectional scraps of auto- 
biography ; moreover, they alone enjoy that ample leisure, which enables them 
to spend from five to eight hours of a working day, in the waiting-room at 
Devonshire Square, on the chance of being rewarded in the end by a paltry dole 
or perhaps, after all, going away empty-handed. They are habitual loafers and 
loungers, so that the waiting-room is as good a lounge as another for their pur- 
pose. It is true that the room lacks seats and fire, but then they find congenial 
society, while there is warmth in numbers.. On the other hand, the deserving 
helpful people, the victims of adverse circumstances, are not only unable, but 
they resolutely refuse to compete in the market with the professionals. They 
would rather perish than submit to the degrading incidents which are supposed 
to serve as a kind of test of the genuineness of their distress. Further, what man 
who honestly wishes to find work, or what woman with a family and household 
to attend to, can afford to waste an entire day among the needy herd at Devon- 
shire Square ? 3 

A few weeks ago I chanced to meet with a family who although usually in 
fair circumstances, had been reduced by the illness of the bread-winner to utter 
destitution and starvation. Their savings had been spent, all available goods 
pledged, and their credit exhausted. When I suggested to the mother that she 
should apply to the Board for assistance, she assured me with indignation that 
even if she were to attempt to do so, her husband would rise from his bed of 
sickness and join with the children in preventing her from carrying out her 
intention. It may be urged that this is precisely the spirit which the Board 
desires to foster and encourage, but if that is their sole object, it would be 
advisable for them to close their doors at once, and thus extend to the class of 
professional beggars the full benefits of their invaluable system. The case cited 
above fitly reflects the sentiments of that section of the Jewish poor, whom the 
Board could and should indeed help to help themselves.

clubs and amusements, where Jew and Grentile can associate to mutual advan- 
tave. but besides these we need these strictly Jewish Associations for young 
people where they need not be under any restraint as regards their religion and 
where at their impressionable age they can meet to mutually educate and 
encourage one another in keeping sacred, and perpetuating our holy Jewish 
faith,

A PLEA FOR. ORTHODOXY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,’ 


Srr.—Far be it from me to strike a note of discord amid the harmony 
assumed to be re-established between the general body of Orthodox Jews of 
this country and the Reform Synagogue emphasised by the celebration of the 
Jubilee of the latter on January 2/th. But the moment seems opportune in 
face of the demand now being made by a large section of English educated Jews 
for the adoption by the Orthodox Synagogues, with or without the sanction of 
the Eeclesiastical Authorities, of reforms of similar and even greater import, than 
those initiated by the Berkeley Street congregation—to enquire whether the 
tendency of these changes is to purify and strengthen, or to corrupt,and weaken 
the Jewish Religion. 

Obviously before entering on such a discussion, it is absolutely imperative 
to understand clearly and define exactly what is the principle and doctrine of 
Judaism and how it is made manifest. I take it to be:— 

1. The assertion of the existence and Unity of God, the Creator. 

» That the revelation of the Almighty’s BEING, the [ AM, without form 
similitude or likeness, an omniscient presence and providence sustaining and 
governing the world, and man’s responsibility to this higher and unseen Power 
was miraculously and directly made to the Children of Israsl at Mount Sinai. 

4. That the Law of Moses promulgated there at the same time, was divinely 
inspired, to which our fathers there present for themselves and for their descen- 
dants and for all time promised obedience. 

4. That this revelation and law is contiined in the Hebrew Scriptures—the 
scrolls of the Law—now in our possession, 

5, That the Jewish race has been set apart by the Divine Will and is the 
appointed instrument to make known these great truths to mankind. | 

. That only by observance of the Law of Moses can it retain itsidentity and 
fulfil its mission. 

7. Hence we deduce the Jewish doctrine that man will be judged by his 
works, That TO BE IS TO DO. That. by the righteous life—Righteousness— 
only, can man attain to the higher life, the perfect wisdom, that will fit him to 
know God. 

We. thus arrive at the inevitable conclusion that:the Jewish Religion 1s 
one of Observance. 

lt this definition be accepted as the basis for discussing the ques- 
tion, the legitimacy and value of any of the proposed changes must be 
decided by the test, whether they are meant to and will safe-guard the main- 
tenance and perpetuation of the Jewish race distinct and apart from all the 
other races of mankind. 

The Rev. Professor Marks, in his admirable jubilee address, tells us that in 
his opinion reforms had reached their final stage, qualifying this opinion how- 
ever by the remark, ‘as far as the term finality can be predicated in human affairs.’ 
The necessity for this qualification is apparent, for he had just said one notable 
change only had been made ‘subsequently to those changes set forth in the in- 
augural address delivered by him in 1842, and that was the discontinuance of -pray- 
ing forthe restoration of sacrifice. That was he said a custom deeply rooted in the 
universal mind in the Age of Moses, and was so transformed as to become a com- 

yonent part of outward worship. From this it may be logically inferred that 
Base Saale of this institution, but judged it expedient to tolerate the 
practice. How far this interpretation detracts trom our estimate of the value of 
the law, and the character of the law-giver I wiil not stop here to dis:uss, but the 
admission that change had been introduced going beyond these changes that had 
satisfied the religious aspirations of the founders of the Synagogue he represented 
would seem to imply, that when once the flood gates erected by authority to 
protect a precious possession, are remoyed, there is nothing to withstand the in- 
rush of the waters of change that must ultimately overwhelm it. And it follows 
that it is only by the continued observance of the ordinances specially enjoined 
on Israelites—as well as obedience to the moral code obligatory on_ all 
mankind—Judaism can live as a power in the world witnessing to the truth of 
the supernatural revelation of God to man. 

But it is said these observances have degenerated into mere mechanical per» 
formance and have lost all religious signiticance. But is it possible to assume 
that for thousands of years down to the present time in which we live, millions 
of men have willingly endured, and are, enduring persecution, suffering and 
death, rather than violate these observances unless, to their apprehension, 80 
doing meant the denial of God, or that in the mind and heart of each individual 
of these countless hosts there existed a perception that these observances en- 
shrined the vital principle of his religion. If so the Russian persecution 18a 
myth, as according to some modern Biblical critics isthe history of the Egyptian 
bondage related in the Scriptures. 

The advocates of the Reform of the Ritual and Liturgy in Orthodox 
Synagogues with or without the sanction of the estiblished Ecclesiastica! 
Authorities on the lines of the Berkeley Street congregation contend that these 
changes do not touch the scriptural observances. It is only the rabbinica 
excrescences, the growth of the darker ages, that disfigure and obscure the true 
principle and teaching of Judaism they wish to cut away. But the tendency ot 
these reforms goes much further than is recognised or acknowledged to be the 
aim of these advocates, Cannot the same process of reasoning be applied 1 
Professor Miurks is right in regard to sacrifice and the Liturgy to justify the 
abolition of other observances hitherto considered of vital importance tv 
Judaism’ ‘Take for instance the rite of initiation into the covenant of [srael. 
Surely it cannot be said that this practice, however universal im the time 0! 
Moses, Is 8O How, at least among the Western n: tions. Ww iere it must be regarde 
asa survival of a barbarous custom. It has been alleged that Moses instituted 
the rite to save Israel from the worse practices of the idolatrous nations, by 
whom they were surrounded, of mutilating and gaishing their bodies in their 
religious rites. It might also be argued its spiritu i significance would be equally 
well symbolized by a ceremony more in accordance with modern ideas to which 
in the true interest of Judaism its followers are told they ought to assimilate 
themselves. If this be so, then every observance that distinguishes the Jewish 
race from his surroundings should be eliminated as not essential to the spirit 
and existence of the Jewish religion.

MORE WORTHIES OF THE HALF CENTURY. 
| 
It has been suggested that I should continue my reminiscences of notable 


persons of the half contury, an instalment of which appeared in the Jubilee 
Number of the Jew sh Chronicle; and. Mr. J.-E. 


Budgett Meakin's excellent 
article on the “ Hope of Barbary” ina recent number of the Jewish Chronicle 
shows that it may be interesting and even useful to recount what I learnt from 
the best source on the emancipation of the Algerian Jews. Mr. Meakin 
enthusiastic on the happy conse ;uences to France and to the Jews themselves 
which flowed from that step, but appears to be uncertain, though he is epecially 
well informed on North African affairs, to whom to attribute the credit for so 
statesmantike a measure, The late M. Cremieux claimed it entirely for himself 
in a conversation which I had with him in 1871. I remember this alert. busy. 
courteous personage whom I found at his house in Paris at nine o’elock in the 
morning already holding a numerous /evee like that which attended the matina! 


receptions of the Roman advocates. M. Cremieux introduced me to an Algerian 


editor, M. Leroux, and to a Strasburg lawyer well versed in Hebrew jurisprudence, 

who had come to assist M. Cremieux in refuting the arguments of the opponents 

of the Algerian Jews. Cremieux told me that ho himself had decided that 

Algerian Jews should be made French citizens en bloc, as they did not come 


forward to be naturalised with sullicient alacrity. Some of them murmured and 
desired to live under their own authorities, as they live generally in Mahommedaa 
countries, in preference to submitting to the common law of France, but M 
Cremieux judged that it was for their best interests to use a litt . 
pulsion, and the event has amply justified his prevision. It seemed that ‘at the 
time I saw him an attempt was being made to persuade M. Thiers to recall or 
delay the execution of the decision of M. Crémieux. hie predecessor in the Freneb 
Ministry, and M. Cremieux was putting forth all his efforts to secure the continu- 
ance of the policy he had inaugurated. This is all I remember of what the

PHILO AND HIS PHILOSOPHY. 
MR. ALFRED L. COHEN ON PHILO AND OUR _TIMEs, 

Mr. A. Kenner, M.A., read a paper on “Philo and his Philosophy “at a 
meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday evening. Mr, Alfred 
L.. Cohen presided. 

Mr. KENNER said that two elements, that of being rational and religious, are 

present to some extent in the constitution of ev ery man, but not in the same 
proportion. Some are more rational than religious, that is they rely more on 
their reason than on their faith; others again content themselves: with the 
religion of their fathers, using their reason only as a help to carry outits behests 
and not as a Weapon to overthrow and destroy its foundation. Seeing, then, that 
man is both a rational and a religious being, it is not surprising that attempts 
should have been made in all ages to reconcile the truths acquired by the use of 
the rational faculties and those learned from Divine Revelation. But all 
systems of philosophy have their day and then fade away into the region of 
the forgotten past. A religionist may be well justified in saying that 
philosophies may come, and philosophies may go, but religion goes on for ever. 
hese preliminary observations of Mr. Kenner led up to a review of the various 
attempts made in the century before the Christian Era to reconcile Judaism with 
the Greek Cult,in which Philo of Alexandria was facile princeps, A brief 
description of the little that is known of the life of Philoand of the times in which 
he lived, followed. Mr. Kenner then gave an account of Philo’s philosophical 
system, premising that he was an eclectic philosopher, following no particular 
school or MAN, but choosing certain doctrines from the various schools and piece- 
ing them together. The lecturer showed that Philo’s ideas were essentially Jewish 
but were cast into a (; reek mould. Ilis philosophy might be divided into three 
arts, viz., Cosmology, or theory of the Universe ; Anthropology, or theory of 
Man, with which is incorporated the Ingher anthropology or ethics ; and Theo- 
logy or theory.of God. with which is included the famous doctrine of the logos. 
These theories were summarised by Mr. Kenner, who dealt more particularly 
with the last of the three, and frequently pointed out the influence which Plato 
had on Philo, and some remarkable affinities between Philo and Spinoza. The 
lecturer's views on Philo and his philosophy were thus summed up in his conclud- 
ing remarks: Though well versed in philosophy, and though he showed great 
fervour and enthusiasm forthe religion of his fathers, he did not succeed in his 
task. He did not show that Jewish philosophy could be cast:into the mould of 
the Hellenic cult. We can still admire the resolution with which he ongnaee in 
his mighty work and the amount of erudition ar@ ingenuity he displayed in the 
working outof his system. Firm in his faith,God-tearing and pious, Philo did not 
need the support of religion to strengthen his belief. It was mainly for others 
that he laboured. He devoted the work of a life-time to win back to the fold 
of Israel those whom the false light of Philosophy, the Stoics and Aristotle, 
had lured therefrom. He strove to rescue his fellow-religionists from the abyss 
of moral ruin, from the slough of spiritual despond which threatened to engulf 
and stifle all that was good, noble, and elevating in them. 

The discussion was opened by 

Dr. M. FriepLANDER, who in the course of his remarks offered the sugges- 
tion that Philo -had adopted the Jewish rather than the Hellenic idea of the 
(‘reation. ‘The Creation was written in the Pentateuch to give us five laws, one 
of which was the belief in the Unity of God, as a set-off to the preachings of 
Atheists. When in modern days we heard people say that there is no God, we 
Hiust not imagine that it was a new idea, for indeed it was as old as Adam. 

The Rev. Dr. GastTrerR congratulated Mr. Kenner on the way in which he had 
epitomised the system of Philo, a system that was by no means easy to grasp. 
tle hoped that the paper read that evening would be followed by another show- 
ing the influence which Philo exercised not so much on Spinoza but to a certain 
extent on Jewish thought. He advised those in whom there existed a tendency 
to supplant Hebrew by English in the Synagogue, and thus to drop altogether a 
knowledge of the sacred tongue, to take warning by Philo’s failures. Though 
undoubtedly a good Jew, he was unacquainted with the Bible in the original 
Hebrew, and his ignorance led-him to commit great blunders from studying it 
through the Greek translation. 

Mr. A. Lazarus and the Rev. M. Ap_er also contributed to the discussion. 
Mr. Adler commented on the absence of all mention of Philo by Jewish 
philosophers until the 16th century, and warned people not to attempt to force 
Judaism into a mould in which it would not go, as Philo did in trying to make 
ideas Jewish which were not Jewish. 

The CHAIRMAN, in closing the discussion, said: I am sure that 
I am echoing the sentiments of every one present in offering to Mr. 
Kenner our very best thanks for a remarkably interesting and _ erudite 
paper which has been the precursor of a very interesting and instructive dis- 
cussion, The epoch and the subject are specially interesting to us Jews of 
London, for there is aremarkable parallelism between the condition of the Jews 
in Alexandria 24x) years ago and London in our day. That city was not only a 
centre of trade and commerce, but it was also a centre of art, culture, and refine- 
ment. The Jewish race had issued from Captivity in two directions. One branch 
had returned to Palestine, and represented the more legal element of the Jewish 
doctrine. The other branch flowed Westward, and was attracted to Alex- 
andria, partly by the love of learning, partly also by its commercial prominence, 
and partly driven there, as many Jews are driven hither, by political necessity. 

lhe Jews lived there under their Ethnarch, not in a Ghetto as in later days in 
the cities of Europe, but in a quarter vying in extent, splendour and wealth, with 
the other quarters of prosperous Alexandria. They do not appear to have been 
contined to this quarter by any legislation, but then, as now, they aggregated 
together, impelled thereto by clannish feeling. Under the reign of Ptolemy 
Phiuometor, Onias, the rightful heir to the High Priesthood, fled into Egypt, 
and conceived the idea of buildinga temple for the use of the Egyptian 
Jews. The King entered into his vi-ws, and a temple was granted. The Jews 
of Alexandria claimed divine authority for their temple, and quoted Isaiah xix. 
19, “ In that day shall there be an altar to the Lord inthe midst of the Land of 
Egypt. ‘They had unquestionably the legitimate High Priest for their hierar- 
chical chief, and the Aramean Jews of Palestine looked on their Hellenic 
brethren with some little ealousy. The Alexandrian Jews, on the other hand, 
disliked the intense legalism of their Palestine brethren. Yuid leges sine 
moribus, rane profeiunt represented their tone of thought. They had come into 
contact with Greek civilisation, imbibing much of its spirit, and yet harmonising 
it with their rome belief. Though there were thus influences which in some 
way separated them from their brethren in Palestine, as there may perhaps be 
influences which cause our ideas to vary from some of our brethren in Poland 
on the one side, and the United States on the other, they were no 
more unmindful than English Jews are unmindful of the glories 
of the past, and they clung firmly to the religion of their fathers. 
The framework of their ideas was Hellenic, but the spirit was Judaic 
and the essential doctrines of Judaism remained firmly planted in the national 
heart. Ihave said that there was a similarity between the condition of the 
Jews in London at this day and that of the Jews in Alexandria in the time of 
Philo—and I have tried to indicate some points of resemblance; may I now 
suggest one or two other points. The Alexandrian Jews, according to Philo, were 
impatient of their religious observances and ever anxious to find causeless occa- 
sions for censure and complaint, Again, few of these Hellenic Jews had anv 
real knowledge of Hebrew. They had dropped or forgotten both Hebrew and 
Aramaic, and they had adopted the Greek tongue. It was in Alex- 
andria that the celebrated version of the Bible, the Septuagint, arose.

the Alexandrian Synagogues the Scriptures were read in the Greek version, ang 
the chief language of the liturgy was the language of men’s thoughts, the language 
of their daily life. There was then an extreme party in Palestine who objected 
to the use of Greek both for the Scriptures and the liturgy, but even to any 
translation being made into Greek. The Septuagint was banned and a fast wag 
proclaimed on the 8th Tebet in expiation of the sin of translation, but 
things work round in time, and after the oy: of nearly a century, this same 
school of thought which had anathematised the Septuagint had a translation 
prepared, and this version, that of Aquila, very possibly a more accurate render. 
ing of the Hebrew text—a version which we may compare to the English version 
of Dr. Friedlinder, your learned principal—long continued in use in Jewish 
Synagogues. Now this is not the place, noram 1 the man to read homilies on 
these facts. Mine is the much more humble province to lay them before you, to 
point out analogies, and to leave you to draw your own inferences We are 
rroperly told by many pious and respected adherents to the Jewish faith not 
lightly to discard the teachings of the past, nor deride the traditions of byegone 
times, To this doctrine 1 unreservedly assent, nay more I think that scotfing 
and derision are the outcome not of knowledge and culture, but of vulgarity and 
ignorance. Each generation enters into the fruition of the labours of its pre. 
decessors, and the formule of the past are worthy subjects for the study of the. 
present, but if I may quote the words of a great philosopher, “ A foi mula is but 
the robe of truth, and as truth lives and grows into the mind whether of the in- 
dividual or the race, the vesture becomes too straightened.” ‘The teachings of 
the past are indeed indispensable for the instruction of the present, and it is 
especially useful for us Jews of the present day, whether British or Polish, (I 
am opposed to any distinction ; D°AN IN Ww" 25, and assuredly this is nota moment 
to weaken the bond of the brotherhood of Israel) it is useful for all of us to 
remember that we have a past as intellectual as religious and more Judaic than 
that of the middle ages when the mental vision of Israel was cabined and 
cramped by cruel surroundings, a past when the ideas of our people were 
more influenced by, as indeed they were nearer in touch with, the great prophetic 
preachers of our race; when Judaism, not confined in the straitened alleys of 
medieval towns, looked as poets and prophets have always looked to the in- 
spiration fostered by the contemplation of nature’s grandeur. “I will lift up 
mine eyes to the hills from whence cometh my help.” It is because I think that 
Mr. Kenner’s paper will lead many to study this somewhat forgotten but noble 
past. that I ask you to tender him your very cordial thanks.—( Cheers). 

The Rey. Dr. GasTER, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Cohen, expressed 
his dissent from certain views he had enunciated. Dr. Gaster particularly 
addressed himself te the inference which Mr. Cohen thought might be drawn 
from the fact that in the Alexandrian Synagogues the Scriptures were read and 
the prayers offered up in Greek, and he pointed out that of these people who had 
forsaken Hebrew, not a single trace was left.

He pointed out that Philo was by no means 
forgotten, but had left the mark of his teaching in Christianity and on Judaism 
alike, and that so far from no trace having been left of his doctrine, it had 
markedly influenced’ the ethics, if not the ceremonial, of the great Jewish 
Philosophers of the Spanish race to which Dr. Gaster was now officially linked, 
and with whose ethical ideas he doubtless sympathised.

NortH Loxpon Beta HaMeprasu.—On. Sunday last the Rev. Meisels 
read a paper before a large audience on the history of the “ Beth Hamedrash. 
The Chair was taken by Mr. D. A. Ansell, Consul-General for Mexico at Mon- 
treal. Mr. James H. Loewe, the President of the Beth Hamedrash, in intro- 
ducing the Chairman of the evening, said that Mr. Ansell was eminently 
qualified to preside at this meeting, firstly because he took so great an interest 
in orthodox institutions, occuping as he did, the high position of President of 
the largest Synagogue in Montreal, Head of the Schools there and Director of 
Colonisation in the Dominion, and secondly because it was he who had presented 
the large library in that room to this Beth Hamedrash.

In the course of his scholarly address, the 
Rev. Mr. Meisels traced the origin and explained the meaning and functions of 
the Beth Hamedrash and gave some very interesting historical descriptions of 
various “ Houses of Study” in olden times. In proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Meisels, Mr. Ansell congratulated the lecturer on his able discourse and the 
audience on the opportunity afforded them that evening of learning so much in 
so short a time. He enlarged upon the facilities which had been granted for

We are informed that at this Beth Hamedrash, which 1s 
maintained chiefly from the offerings made at its Synagogue and which 1s 
presided over by “the Dayan of the North of London,” a system is in vogue by 
which anyone can register the date of a Jahrzeit, when a lamp will be lighted, 
the name placed on the Jahrzeit-Tablet, Divine Service held and Kaddish and 
Mishnayos recited.

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FERDINAND LASSALLE. 
The Tragie Comedians. A Study in a well-known Story by Grorce MEREDITH. 

Revised and corrected by the Author. Withan introductory note on Ferdi- 

nand Lassalle, by Clement Shorter. Ward, Lock, Bowden & Co., London, 

New York, and Melbourne, 182. 

It is interesting to read again, in the handsome new edition just issued by 
Messrs. Ward, Lock and Bowden, Mr. George Meredith's brilliant appreciation of 
Ferdinand Lassalle, in which the distinguished novelist re-constituted, with true 
poetic insight, the fantastical story of the end of that brilliant life. The new 
edition is enriched by a brief and useful biographical note on Lassalle from 
the pen of Mr. Shorter. Mr. Meredith thus writes of his hero :— | 

“ There is not in the sublimest of Gentiles a majesty comparable to that of the 
Jew elect. He may well think his race favoured of heaven, though heaven chastise 
them still. The noble Jew is grave in age, but in his youth he is the arrow to the 
bow of his fiery Eastern blood, and in his manhood he is a figure of easy 
and superb preponderance, whose tire has mounted to inspirit and be tempered 
by the intellect.” 

In another passage, the great Socialist is made to give a merely materialist 
character to his race, as if Mr. Meredith had never read L’Ami Fritz or heard of 
the unobtrusive devotion of thousands of gentle souls among us who calmly and 
without taking any credit for martyrdom choose humble ways of life, in preference 
to careers of greater apparent lustre, in order that they may please Godand keep 
His Sabbaths and festivals. However, the demagogua ig true to the character of 
worldly as opposed to religious Jew, and it would not have been faithful to the 
dramatic form of the work to have had an exhaustive description of the race 
from his lips. 


“ We Jews have lusty blood, We are strong of the earth. We serve you, 
but you must minister to us. “Sensual ? We have truly excellent appetites. And 
why not ? Heroical, too! Soldiers, poets, mu8icians ; the Gentile’s masters in 
imental arithmetic—keenest of Weapons ; surpassing him in common sense and 
capacity for brotherhood. Ay, and in charity ; or what stores of vengeance 
should we not have nourished! Already we have the money-bags. Soon we 
shall hold the chief offices. And when the popular election is as unimpeded as 
the coursing of the blood ina healthy body, the Jew shall be foremost and topmost, 
for he is pre-eminently by comparison the brain of these latter-day communities. 
But that is only my answer to the brutish contempt of the Jew. I am no 
champion of the race. Iam for the world, for man !” 

Mr. Clement Shorter’s introduction brings us into the midst of the brilliant 
intellectual circles indicated by the names of Varnhagen von Ense and Heinrich 
Heine. Lassal!e was born at Breslau in 1825, the son of a silk merchant. In- 
troduced to Countess von Hatzfeldt-in -1845 by Dr. Mendelssohn, he co-operated 
with Oppenheiin, a judge of’one of the superior Courts of Prussia, in carrying on 
legal warfare for that lady against her husband. Scandal attacked all the allies. 
Mendelssohn left his country after a year’s imprisonment for stealing from the 
Count’s mistress a document required for the case of the Countess, joined the 
Turkish Army in the Crimean War, and died on the march in 1854,  Lassalle at 
length succeeded in procuring an ample provision for his client, but as he was a 
demagogue and loose, or careless of his reputation, in such matters, he was branded 
as her paramour, though she was his senior by 20 years. The true romance of his 
life was that which brought about his early death. Helene von Donniges was 
the daughter of a Bavarian diplomatist who held appointments in Italy and 


. reached a second edition, Dr. Jacob Levy was for along time Rabbiner in 
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death she would have fled to Lassalle. Nevertheless, this versatile and sub- 
missive Woman married the victor, who died within a year. She went on the 
stage and played at Breslau (where Ferdinand Lassalle lay buried) in one of 
the comedies of the Austrian Jew, Moser. She represented a ¥v in the pier e, 
and some of Lassalle’s oldest friends being present remarked Upon her extraor 


dinary likeness to Lassalle in his youth. In America elie married a Russian 
Socialist. named Shevitch, but whether or not Mr. Shevitch was of Jewish origin 
we are not told. ‘“Shevitch,” savs Mr. Shorter, under date January 1, 1892, 
“returned to lussia a few years ago, and lives with his wife at Rigs. Those 
who have seen Madame Shevitch describe her as one of the most fascinating 
women they have ever met.’ The latter part of this strange history is as 


astonishing as its beginning.

OUR BERLIN LETTER. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, 
Beatin, March 1892. 

Rabbiner Professor Dr. Jacob Levy died February 27th, in Breslau, in his 
73rd vear. Jewish science has suffered a severe loss through his death. I['r 
Jacob Levy was a great lexicographer. His extensive Knowledge, erudition, and 
echolarly works gained for him a highly esteemed name, and in consequence, on 
his 70th birthday, the title of Professor was conferre? upon him. His most 
celebrated books are “Chaldean dictionary of the Targumim  and* New Hebrew 
and Chaldean dictionary of the Talmudimn and Midrashim: the former has alread y 
Rosenberg, in Silesia, and thence was appointed to 4 similar post in Breslau, where 
he was also Director of the Beth-hamedrash. The loss of Ir. Levy is felt all th 
more keenly, as Breslau has had lately to-deplore the loss of so many Jewish 
savants, and now again, besides Dr. Levy, a man known beyond its limits has 
been called away by death, viz., Ober Cantor M. Deutsch, who worked for half a 
century as Cantor in Breslau. Endowed with a splendid voice, and with great 
musical talent, he arranged an impressive divine service, and composed many 
sacred melodies for the organ. He trained many ministers and singers and his 


aechool was considered the best In Germany for Chagonim. His death, in his 7: 
year, evoked profound regret, as he had many fnends in and beyond Breslau.

The Society has just opened a branch ofhce in Marburg, Hesse (the 
hot bed of anti-Semitism, Where tive anti-Semitic members have been returned to 
Parliament) to oppose the anti-Semitic agitation. The ofhce there gives gratuitous 


Switzerland. She had been bethrothed at 12 years of age to an Italian of forty ; 
but plighted her troth to Racowitza, a noble Roumanian. Baron Korff, son-in-law 
of Meyerbeer, first asked her at Berlin if sie knew Lassalle, to whom by her turn 
for startling political discussion, and even by her face, she had some resemblance, 
The pair soon met and discovered their natural affinity. She was in her 19th 
year, and Lasgalle in his 30th. He was a great political leader of the Extreme 
Party, ind nevertheless a friend of Bismarck, who said of him much later in the 
Reichstag, ** Our conversations lasted for hours, and I was always sorry when they 
came to an end.” So popular was Lassalle that when he passed through the Rhine 
provinces, the entire population indulged in indescribable rejoicing. ‘The impres- 
sion made upon himself was that such scenes must have attended the founding of 
new religions. In a like spirit, Heine described him as the Messiah of the 

nineteenth century ; and in a. letter of introduction wrote of him: ‘ With the 
most thorough erudition, with the widest learning, with the greatest penetration 
that [ have ever known, and with the richest gift of exposition, he combines an 
energy of will and a capacity for action which astonish me. . . . Inno one 
have I found united so much enthusiasm and practical intelligence.” He was a 
demagogue, but a cultured demagogue, a Socialist, but wealthy and with in- 
Huential friends. The King of Prussia and the Bisliop of Mayence gave him 
their sympathies. The routes were ornamented with triumphal arches, the houses 
decorated with wreaths, and flowers were strewn before him as he passed through 
the Palatinate. After a great speech at Ronsdorf, he fled for repose to Switzer- 
land, and in 1864 Helene persuaded some friends to take her to meet him at the 
Rigi-Kaltbad, that charming villa-hotel from which the Alpengliihn is seen most 
graciously over the lake of the Four Cantons. She promised to become his wife; 
and he writes:—* It is really a piece of extraordinary good fortune that, at the age 
of thirty-nine a half, I should be able to tind a wife so beautiful, so sympathetic, 
who loves me so much, and who—an indispensable requirement—is so entirely 
absorbed in my personality.” 

Lassalle’s friends of the Extreme Left were by no means content with his 
selection of a wife from Bavarian Junkerdom, and on the other hand Mr. 
Meredith has only too faitnfully pourtrayed the spirit in which the petty minister of 
a small German Statereceived the proposal of the Jew agitator. Helene understood 
the feelings of her family, and besought her lover to fly with her to France. 
Lassalle, over-estimating his power, and anxious not to discredit his political 
connexions by an elopement, said he would only receive her from her father. 
This resolve put an end to the ill-omened project of union; for though 
Lassalle brought to bear the official influence of the diplomatist’s superiors, all 
was in vain. In her father’s house Helene was soon subdued to taking back her 
Wallachian admirer. Lassalle fought him in a duel, which was as much against 
his principles as a mixed marriage should have been. Lassalle fell and was 
buried in the family vault in the Jewish cemetery at Breslau, where his 
monument bears this inscription, 


“ Here rests what is mortal 


Ferdinand Lassalle, 
the thinker and fighter.” 
George Brandes, another gifted member of our own Jewish race, has traced his 
literary and philosophical career ; Mr. W. H. Dawson discusses his position in 
politics, which has also been brietly treated by Emile de Laveleye. Mrs. Kennard 
is about to publish a fuller biography, but Mr. Shorter’s note is meanwhile a 
most acceptable contribution to the world’s knowledge of this remarkable man. 
Helene lived on. She has even written her story. She had expected, she says, that 
Lassalle would kill her Wallachian ; and in the confusion caused by Racowitza’s 


advice in all agricultural and judicial matters, in order to convince and assist the 
peasants who are led astray and incited to hatred against the Jews, through the 
base anti-Semitic agitators. How far the anti-Semites go in their agitation, can 
best be seen from the following petition, whi h they sent to the House of Parlia- 
ment. They suggest “that the Talmud should be translated into German by a 
commission especially appointed for this purpose, and that this translation shou! 
be sent to every judge, and a knowl dge of it required at every law examination. 
The petition was rejected as untit to be debated upon in Parliament, Greheimer 
Oberregierunsgrath Von Leuthe said he was under tle impression that the ant: 
Semites wished to hav e a joke With Parliament. as the Talmud 18 already trans - 
lated, and has no legal force in Germany. The anti-Semites maintain always, 
that the doctrines of the Talmud, and not the laws of the land, are recognised by 
the Jews. It will be clear to everyone, that this is one of the many malicious 
misrepresentations of the anti-Semites. 


Tue Revs. B, Berliner and J. F. Stern examined the children of the Jews’ 
Infant School in Hebrew and. Religion last month, and in their report they 
express their extreme gratification with the work done in Hebrew and Religion 
during the past year. In the Commercial Street school 136 children were 
examined in Standard I., of the Chief Rabbi's code without a single failure and 
che Hebrew reading was especially good. Other pupils also passed satisfactorily. 
In the Buckle Street School 115 children were examined and passed well in 
all the subjects of Standard I. of the Chief Rabbis code. Other classes also 
passed very satisfactorily, 


Lire GovERNORsSHIPS OF Hospitats.—The annual dinner of the East 
London Association for Promoting Life Governorships to Hospitals was held 
on the Srd inst. at the Cannon Street Hotel. Mr. Alderman Samuel presided. 
The Association was founded in 1873, and since that period it has Camel 
hospitals in various parts of London to the extent of about £5,000, the present 
annual contributions being as much as £400. This large amount is provided 
from the subscriptions of members, who participate in annual drawings for hfe 
governorships, and from a “ benefit " at one of the East London places of amuse- 
ment.

Mr. Anrutvr Cones, Q.C., addressed the meeting, and said that although 
it Was sometime since he had attended a public gathering, and he was only just 
ré¢ covering from a severe attack of the prevailing epic mic, he had determined 
to be present on that occasion, because the Dalston Jewish Schools were marked 
by features of striking peculiarity. It was the only Jewish school in the district 
in which religious and secular instruction were imparted side by side. It was a 
young institution, full of promise and hope and worthy t6 be supported by the 
community, Moreover, it was in debt fora most excellent purpose, and he had 
no doubt that those who had witnessed the performances by the children would 
do the Tae st tor the benefit and the prosperity ot the school, The boys had 
shown al oft political talent. and the eirls were a credit Lo their race 
with their proficiency in music and singing. Now-a-days it was no longer a 
question whether the children.should be taught, but the great question was 
how and what. should they be taugut. It must be a matter for satistaction to 
Jewish parents that so excellent a school existed in the neighbourhood. The 
history of the Jewish race prove d that even im the direst times of persecution 
when the Jews were driven in, and driven out, and driven down, they never lost 
courage or their elasticity, Pressed down they were, but at the mght moment 
they rose believing in the future of their race and in the favour of God. And in 
spite ot persecution thi V Tose to POSILLONS of the highest eminenee, Lf the Jews 
were so sticcesstul then, what should be expected of them now 7 It was said 
that the Members of the House of Lords had the advantage of ‘looking back to 
ancestors Who were famous, So could the Jews. If the Peers had a great duty 
to perform, so had the Jews, who also belonged to a famous race, If our fore- 
fathers did such wonders im the darkness of persecution, what should not be 
expected of the Jews of England who now enjoyed every liberty and privilege, 
After addressing the children, Mr. Cohen added that it was due to the country 
that parents should so educate their children that they would be worthy to 
eceupy their position in the world: it depended on the schools whether the 
children of to-day would in-the future he a credit to our race and religion, 
(Loud applause). : 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER, in proposing a vote of thanks to Dr, Adler for being 
resent, said that 1t was an honour to anhy gathering that the Chief Rabbi should 
~ present. When the Chief Rabbi addressed a meeting the audience were 
invariably instructed and editied by his eloquence. 

Mr. SoLomMoN Myers, in seconding the vote, which was carried by acclama- 
tion, made an urgent appeal on behalf of the schools. 

The Rev. Dr. Apirr, in acknowledging the vote, said that he had thought it 
right. that the Hebrew examination at that school should be of a more searching 
character than at those schools at which the Governmental requirements left 
but little time for religious instruction, and he hoped that both teachers and 
pupils would alwavs prove themselves worthy of being seta severer test. In the 
press and in the community there had been discussions on religious apathy and 
various nostrums had been suggested, but he agreed with the opinion expressed 
by the Rey. G. J. Emanuel, ina sermon which was reported inthe previous issue 
of the Jewish Chronicle, that children should have “ special religious instruction 
given by the minister or teacher in the grand old Hebrew tongue: in the history 
ot our rice, so full of thrilling incidents: in the institutions ot Judaism sO full 
of meaning, so rich in significance, in Israel's mission, the noblest ever entrusted 
to man, to bring men to the knowledge, the love and worship of the Creator.” 
Home instruction was equally important, and parents must second the efforts of 
the teachers. The labour of teachers had been considerably lightened by the 
publication of. two books, one a text book, the other a larger one from the pen 
of Dr. Friedlander. Although one of the books had heen subjected to Beane sah 
able criticisms by those who wished to reduce Judaism to. a pale reflex of 
Unitarianism, and who found the book too Conservative and too Orthodox. a 
work was really required to present traditional Judaism in its true form. Dr, 
Adler concluded by moving a vote of thanks to Mr, Arthur Cohen. ().C., for 
presiding, and to Miss Cohen for distributing the prizes. 

_ Mr. Morris FrrepMay, in seconding the vote, said that the income did not 
quite cover the expenditure. A ball would be given on March 16th, when he 
hoped the school would meet with the support it deserved. The vote was briefly 
acknowledged by Mr. Cohen, and the proceedings terminated with the singing 
of the National Anthem by Miss C. Glackstein and the choir. .

A Dalziel telegram states that on Saturday night the Rev. Henry Pereira 
Mendes, Rabbi of the Synagogue at the corner of Nineteenth Street and Fifth 
Avenue (Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, at New York), was shot at by a 
Russian refugee, who is believed to be partly out of his mind, The synagogue 
is one of the wealthiest in the United States, The cireumstances ot the 
attempted murder are as follow: The

of his residence a man approached and addressed a remark to him, ‘The Rabbi 
recognis d him asJosé Me ssachki, who had often solicited alms from him and 
other members of his congregation. The Russian said, * Give me 100 dollars,” 
making a threatening gesture as he spoke. The Rabbi spoke kindly in reply, 
saying, however, that it was impossible togive sucha sum. Messachk followed 
Dr. Mendes up the steps, and as the Rabbi having entered the house attempted 
to close the door, the beggar prevented it from closing with Ins foot. The 
doctor then opened the door wide. with the intention of asking the man to go, 
when Messachki pushed his. way in, shouting, “ Do you still refuse. 
Without waiting fora reply he puileda revolver from his pocket and fired at 
the Rabbi. He thenran down the steps and disappeared. In the house at the 
time of the shooting were Mrs. Mendes and the Rabbi's sister, with three servants, 
All heard the shots, and Mrs. Mendes ran screaming down the stairs from the 
second floor. She found the doctor lying on the Hoor of the hall, insensible. 
He was removed to his bedroom. and physicians were sent for. Thev found 
that the ball had entered the abdomen. but it was removed: without much 
diffie 

Later news, through private sources, states that the injury inflicted upon 
the Rev. H. P. Mendes on Saturday night was comparatively slight, and 
the flesh wound is not hkely to cause any serious trouble. The weapon used 
was a toy pistol, and the assault was evidently intended rather to frighten Mr. 
Mendes, and to direct attention to the circumstances of his assailant. than with 
any murderous intent.
